TAXATION. 

Tbo theory of direct taxation is one thai 
caanot be quealioned, No system of collect- 
ing rovouue commends ilsell more lo 1 1 > 
thinking mind. It is, aa a general rule, not 
only cheaper llian the imlireot syateni, but 
less insidious in its character ; lor it enables 
the tax payer to lorm an idea at any l i 1 n ■ ■ ol 
tho amount ol his conlrilititiona lo the 
revenue of the couutry, and thus lends to 
check offioial extravagance. All this ami a 
great deal more can bo said for Ihe theory ol 
direct taxation ; we are sorry, however, WC 
cuunot say 60 much for the practioe. W ill) 
all tho apparent advantages of the system, 
wo can find but veiy lew men who have 
the moral courage to conio forward and pay. 
in a lump Bum Ihnir proper quota in llir 
Government ol ilie country, The more direct, 
indeed, Ihe taxation becomes, the more dis- 
agreeable it is ; and eo wo find thai a system 
which nine out ol ton acknowledge to be the 
most enlightened and the host in theory, he- 
comes iu practioe tho most detostiblo. We 
have no more lorcible proof of this than 1 bo- 
real estate tax of Vancouver Island. 1)1 all 
the taxes this, has been the most unbearable, 
and ihe most difficult as well as the niosl ex- 
pensive to collect. And yot what doe" 11 
amount to ? During last year it reached, 
with the large arrears ol 1864, Iho nun ol 
$67,000— or about a third of tho whole 
amount of revenue collected. Deducting Iho 
arrears 1 1864, and tho real estate lux ol 
last year will not amount to one-fourth Ihe 
revenue. For the present year it is estimated 
at 850.000 out ol a revenue of >2Oo,0OO. 
All the other tuxes have been collected with 
comparative esse, aud although generally 
speaking they were very onerous, still ihe 
complaints ami grumbling were as nothing 
compared 10 the discontent engendered by 
tho tax on real estate The harbor doe*, 
through the notion of the . House last session 
in increasing as well as extenditig the per- 
mit charges, reached up 10 December 15 Ihe 
sum ol 826,000, or 3'i",000 for the entire 
year. This shows an iueiease on the harbor 
dues of 1864 of Sll,000 ; but ihe figures only 
exhibit the increase (or a half year, iho 
yourly increase will amount I 1 $22,000, or 
more probably §24,000— making altogether 
the amount Irom harbor dues $50,000, or 
nearly doubling whut it was in 1864. it 1* 
true that some complaints have been made 
by the Chamber ol Commerce against this 
increase, and againsl the cattle permits — 
which will give about §12,000 a year — hut 
we think tho public will be slow to come 
back to tho old permit system and put an ad- 
ditional hall per cent on real estate. The 
fact is that of all the taxation in the colony 
the harbor duos are the easiest and least ex- 
pensive ol collection and at the same time 
( he least irksome and oppressive. So nwh 
for the prattle* of direct and indirect taxa- 
tion. It is very patent lo any one who hut 
examined the financial condition of public 
affairs for the last few years thai wo musl 
give np theories, which howover much ihey 
may be based on arithmetical cxaotness, 
take n.-> account of the weaknesses or pecu- 
liarities of human nature. The direct sys- 
tem ol taxation will have to give way in 
many instances ior ihe indirect ; and instead 
of the House Roitig lo work to carry out the 
prayer ol Iho petition ol the Uhambei ol 
Commerce to reduce and modify tho haiimi 
dues it had much better see lo finding a nib- 
stitute for the lax on real estute.

affords but a very small return for the labor- 
ious machinery that has been created lor its 
oollectiou. Wa see lor the ball year c, 
total receipts aro $1000, it 82000 a rear 
This is simply prepostcious A tax thai 
produces so little revenue and so inu-d 
grumbling and dissatisfaction should hn ui 
soon as possible abolished. The fuel 1 , 11 
thorough revision is required in the whole ol 
our taxation, but the proapwt ol union with 
British Columbia will compel us to mak n- 
few ^Iterations at; W0 can, consistent will 
justice. Had we union to-morrow, the rial 
estate tax would bo abolished, the liociiscs 
if wc continued them, would he vi ry 
materially reduced, and wo should hi 
spared the humiliation as well as tho in. 
jury to our credit abroad, of h iviug list alter 
list oWefaultiug taxpayers published in ihe 
public ptcss. Tho increase to Iho trading 
licenses, since the ad valorem system has 
carried out, is very largo, nnd will 
unless there is soma great, fallii g oil 
e the present year, which is net likely, 
An increase for 1866 on I86:> ,if 824..000 -as 
large a sum as the increase of the harboi 
dues. Thus wo see by the action of the 
House hut session on the permits and 
licenbofl that as great an additional 
a'jiount as that put down in Ihe cstim.ilis 
ot 1866 (or real estate can be raised without 
pressing unduly on Iho people. The success 
which has attended the financial operations ol 
the Assembly last year gives us hope thai 
noma very perceptible relief will be aflorded 
the public d'.iiing tho present year ol 1866.

Mr. DeCosmos concurred in the motion 
believing that the public if they liked, and if 
they thought a clergyman would suit lliein 
Letter than another man, should have the 
power to carry out their inclinations. 

Dr. llclincken was desirous thai the clause 
should remain. I c looked upon clergymen 
— of no mailer what denomination — as grasp- 
ing men after temporal power. History 
.-'lowed that wherever they had had power 
they used il for tho aggrandisement of the 
Church. They had also an influence with 
their congregations which would enable them 
to obtain political power against ul I com- 
petitors. They were an unfit class of men 10 
hold any political posiiion. Even as magis- 
trate they wero obliged in most instances to 
be removed. Ho thought il much hotter to 
keep the clergy lo tho pulpit. 

Mr. Cochrane fully concurred in the tenti 
tnonts of tho hon. speaker with rofereooe to 
the dosiro for domination among the clergy, 
und he also concurred in the idea that they 
should be kept in that position to which they 
had beoen called, namely as leaders of their 
flocks. 

Mr. McClure felt rather awkward in being 
obliged to get up in Ihat House and delend 
clergymen. He could not allow tho asper- 
sions which hud been cast upon thorn by the 
members for Saanich and Mclchosin to yo 
unanswered. The statements made wero the 
more pointed coming as they did from the 
most religious members ol 'he House 
(laughter) — men who aboveall others should 
know the peculiarities of ministers of relU 
gion. Probably, howovor, these gentlemen 
were judging of tho clergy from tho action 
taken on the Church reserve (laughter) He 
(Mr. MeClur ) saw no danger in expunging 
tho clause. It would do no great injury one 
way or other ; for he did Dot Delieve a cler- 
gyman would likely como forward as a poli- 
tician, and if he did he was certain he would 
nol got elected — especially if all the voleri 
were like the hon. Speaker tlaughloi). It 
wiih better in a liberal bill, however, to have 
no invidious clause thut would debar any 
man on account of his occupation from sitting 
in I lie House- 

The clause was expunged by the following 
vote :— 

Ayes— DeCosmos, Carswell, Duncan, Dick 
son, nnd McClure. 

Noes — Helmcken, Trimble and Cochrano 

The whole bill was ultimately passed and 
reported, as was also the bill amalgamating 
the vocalions of barristers and attorneys. 

The House then adjourned till Friday, at 
one p.m.

MEXICO. 

The Worlds special says that the Depart- 
ment of .State has concluded its instructions 
i.i uur Minister in Mexico, who will he die 
patched ai ouco for thu seat .f Government, 
and remain with Iho President of ihu lie- 
public, and will lollow him wherever he 
may go, thus making active demonstrations 
to Maximilian of the policy which our Gov- 
ernment intends to persists in. This gives 
oflence lo the French Minister. The Repub- 
lican issued an extra last week dwelling on 
Mexican affairs. lis information purports 
lo come from London, and declares that the 
understanding between Napoleon and Max- 
imilian allows the former to withdraw tho 
French troops from Mexico, whenever Max- 
imilian's payments should become two months 
iu arrears. 

CHILE. 

The Slate Department is in receipt ol dis- 
patches Irom our Minister to Chile, slating 
that the war between Spain and Chile is still 
progressing. All the principal ports are 
blockaded. The commander ai the squadron 
is only awaiting instructions from the Spanish 
Government lo commence i ire active opera- 
lions. The Admiral wh- is commanding 
tho squadron oil Vulparui; had grossly in- 
sulted our Minister, T. H, Nelson. The 
American and English ruiideols are very 
indignant at his conduct, and have laid tho 
matter before their respective governments. 

PERU. 

Senor Garcia, Peruvian Minister to this 
Government, has been recalled ; his leooiit 
manifesto against Ihe President of Peru, 
produced this recall. Senoi tlarcia's suc- 
cessor has not been announced. Tho Consul 
al New York has olso boon removed.

On the wagon road, above Clinton it luia 
been intensely cold, for u few days last week 
iho mercury having congealed. There ate a 
few cases of Irozen limbs, one rather severe,
